Czar Asks All Nations To Come To- 
gether and Arrange Peace Agree- 
ment Which Will Do Away 
with All Possibility of 
Wars. 
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St. Petersburg, August 28.—By order of 
Emperor Nicholas, Count Muravieff, the 
foreign minister, on the 24th instant hand- 
ed to the foreign diplomats at St. Peters- 
burg a note declaring that the maintenance 
of peace and the reduction of the excessive 
armaments now crushing all nations is the 
ideal for which governments ought to 
strive.

Real Durable Peace Wanted. 

“International discussion is the most ef- 
fectual means of insuring all peoples tcne- 
fit—a real, durable peace, above all, put- 
ting an end to the progressive development 
of the present armaments. 

“In the course of the last twenty years 
the longing for a general peace has 
grown especially pronounced in the con- 
sciences of civilized nations, and the preser- 
vation of peace has been put forward as an 
object of international policy. It js in its 
mame that great states have concluded 
among themselves powerful alliances. 

“It is better to guarantee peace that 
they have developed in proportions hitherto 
Unprecedented their military forces and 
still continue to increase them, without 
shrinkage from any sacrifice. 

“Neverthejess, all these efforts ‘ave not 
yet been able to bring about the beneficent 
result desired—pacification.

to the foreign diploniats at St. Petersburg, 
is likely to produce a sensation throughout 
Europe, and coming from such a quarter 
and with such evident eincerity of pur- 
pose, it is likely to have important effects. 

There is no doubt that, with Russia tak- 
ing the lead in such a step, Germany, 
France and the other nations will be ready 
to follow. 

The Times correspondent in St. Peters- 
burg says: 

“The proposal for a conference which 
Was made by the czar Wednesday through 
the medium of the foreign ambassadors 
at St. Petersburg had been kept profound- 
ly secret until today at the express wish 
of Count Muravieff, the foreign minister, 
so that it might first be promulgated on 
the aay of the unveiling of the monument 
in the Kremlin to Alexander II. 

“There is reason to believe that it form- 
ed the object of communications )-etween 
the courts of St. Petersburg and Berlin 
some time previously, and in all probability 
the support of Germany at least was 6e- 
cured in advance. 

‘Russia, with her chronic famines and 
her vast enterprises in the far east to pro- 
vide for out of a budget which is being 
drawn upon more and more every year 
for materials of war in order to keep pace 
with the other powers, must naturally feel 
the want of international co-operation in 
her present policy of peace and of economi- 
cal development.’’ 

The Daily Graphic this morning, seferring 
to the proposal of Emperor Nicholas, says: 

“It would be idle to attempt to 
ignore the many and. grave difficulties 
standing in the way of the attainment of 
the czar’s wishes, but it cannot be possi- 
ble to doubt the sincerity of the magnan- 
imous proposal.’’ 

The Standard says, speaking editorially 
of the czar’s proposal: 

“In England, at least, respect and sym- 
pathy will be felt for the proposal. It is 
a conception well worthy of the young 
sovereign. It is painfully obvious that 
there are enormous difficulties to be over- 
come which it is possible the czar in his 
ardor and humane enthusiasm has not 
maturely considered. It is a vision which 
has occurred to mamy minds, but has al- 
ways had to be dismissed as a mere 
dream. The nations are not likely to cast 
away the sword unless thev have a better 
Warrant than»paper protocols and con- 
ventions. Moreover, the moment does not 
seem altogether propitious. New armed 
nations are arising in Asia and America, 
whom it might not be easy to convince of 
the saféty and desirability of aban- 
doning the enterprise on which they have 
embarked with so much energy.”’ 

Enumerating the many obstacles to the 
attainment of the object sought, The 
Standard suggests that the czar has the 
matter largely in his own hands, adding: 
“If Russia would abandon her menacing 
and aggressive policy in China and else- 
where, the era of universal peace would 
be perceptibly mearer.” 

The Times says editorially: 

“The note breathes a spirit of generous, 
perhaps indeed almost quixotic humanity— 
a spirit familiar in the effusions of vision- 
aries. but too seldom found in the utter- 
ances of great sovereigns and responsible 
statesmen. 

“Never, perhaps, in modern history, have 
aspirations which good men in all azes 
have regarded as at once ideal and unat- 
tainable found so responsive an echo in the 
councils of one of fhe greatest and most 
powerful of the world’s rulers. In principle 
the proposals of the czar, put forth on a 
solemn occasion with every mark of dis- 
Interested sincerity, will command the 
sympathy and respect of all men of good 
will. So far as Great Britain is concerned 
we long ago abandoned continental ambi- 
tions and there is no power in the world 
which has less to gain or more to hose by 
and d@isturbance of existifig territorial 
status quo. 

“The time has long goue by when British 
commerce could be made to flourish in and 
by means of war. The greatest of our iIn- 
terests is peace and so extensive is our 
world-wide commerce that even rumors 
often do us more injury than war itself 
might do to a power less dependent than is 
Great Britain on a free interchange with 
the whole world of the manifold products 
of its native industries. 

“If Russia, which has also a great, but 
still undav2loped, induatrial future before 

her, is becoming fully convinced, as we 
in England havg been long, that her re- 
sources are better devoted to the benefi- 
cent arts of peace than to destructive en- 
ercies of wer, Englishmen as essentially 
a peace-loving people can only hail the 
cZar’s pronouncement with the utmost cor- 
diaiuty as glad tidings of great joy, which, 
whatever may be the practical issue, does 
cast honor upcn that sovereign’s generous 
and iofty spirit and humanity. The diffi- 
culties-are great, but nothing can hence- 
forth deprive the czar of having brought 
peace and disarmament into the gphere 
of practical po&tics.” 
France Thinks It a Good Omen. 

Paris, August 28.—The. Paris papers pub- 
lish the czar’s note, but too late for com- 
ment. In diplomatic and press circles 
the greatest surprise is evinced. It is no 
secret here that the sensitive czar’s feel- 
ings ure toward peace, He hates mili- 
tari-m and even objects to moving about 
with a military escort. He would prefer 
to govern Poland with sympathy and is 
shocked by bloodshed. Here the great 
question asked is “what attitude will the 
kaiser take?’’ Visitors to various news- 
papers show the tone the various papers 
will take tomorrow. The Journal! thinks 
it a good omen for the autocratic czar in 
making the proposal. Gaulois thinks it im- 
possible that he could have. made such a 
Grave proposal without having first con- 
sulted France, especially as it comes at 
the moment of his exchange of telegrams 
between the czar and President Faure. 


Germans Take a Cynical View. 

Berlin, August 28.—The czar’s note was 
posted in the cafes and restaurants this 
morning and is generally discussed rather 
cynically. A high official of the war office 
observed that it would be “a good topic for

Italy Is Impressed. 

Rome. August 28.—The czar’s note has 
made a profound impression here. Some of 
the newspapers applaud, while others greet 
the communication with reserve or dis- 
trust.

SAGHSTA OUTLINES THE WORK 


Premier Declares None of the Reports 
of the Surrender of Santiago or 
Destruction of Cervera’s 
Fleet Will Be Given to 

.S Congress. 


Madrid, August 28, 9 p. m.—Duke Almodo- 
var de Rio, minister of foreign affairs, and 
Senor Gamazo, minister of public instruc- 
tion and public works, have arrived at an 
agreement as to how to instruct the Antilles 
evacuation commissioners and the instruc- 


tions were mailed today. 

Lieutenant General Correa, minister of 
war. today informed the queen regent of 
the arrival of the transports Isla de Luzon | 
at Vico and the Montserrat at Corunna 
with troops returning from Cuba. Forty- 
two deaths occurred on the steamers dur- 
ing their passage. 

Senor Sagasta, the preinier, is quoted as 
having in the course of an interview made 
some important statements, declaring that 
it was the government’s intention to repress 
the discussion of war topics in the cortes. 
He said that as soon as the cortes met the 
government would submit a bill authoriz- 
ing peace negotiations and next a measure 
relating te the suspension of the constitu- 
tional guarantees. 

Although Sener Sagasta did not state the 
nature of this measure, it is supposed tha? 
it will provide for the continuation of the 


suspension. 
No Material for Debate. 


“The government,” said the premier, 
‘will not discuss in any form the questions 
of peace and war. Indeed, the deputies 
would be entirely lacking in the material 
necessary fér a discussion, The debate | 
could not be based on positive facts, but 
founded on disputable aQgcuments, since the 
necessary information has not jet arrived. 
I believe that no discussion of the surren- 
der of Santiago and Manila will ocour, nor 
of the destruction of the Spanish fleet, un- 
less trustworthy data and exact proofs are 
to hand. Moreover, no discussion is per- 
missible of matters at present under con- , 
sideration of the supreme councils of war | 
and marfre. Mistakes or blunders may 
have been committed, but thus far we have 
not sufficient material to judge. = 

‘‘Another reason why questions of peace 


Giplomatic degotiations are now being car- 
ried on, and a debate on these subjects 
might be provocative of undesirable com- 
plications. It must not be said that peace , 
is signed and discuss:on ig now allowable. ; 
Peace ig not signed, Spain is still at war 
With the United States. The two nations 
have merely concluded a suspension of hos- 
tilities in order to negotiate peace. These 
negotiations may be brought to a success- 
ful issue, but it might happen that hos- 
tilities will be recommenced. 


Only Necessary Questions. 


“That is why I think the cortes will only 
be able to discuss strictly necessary ques- 
tions; that is, to make itself aequainted | 
with the situation of the interests now at 
stake, which are so important for the ra- 
tions, but mot to engage in debate which 


documents concerning the surrender of 
Santiago and Manila and the destruction 
of the fleet, now in the govérnment’s pos- 
session, the government would not accede 
to the request. These papers are in the 
hands of the supreme councils, which alone 
before the prcclamation of peace can con- 
duct inquiries and establish responsibili- 
ties. The inquiries may result in acquit- 
tals or severe sentences, even to capital 
penalty.’’ 

Senor Romero Robledo, the Weylerite 
leader, declares that he will strongly op- 
pose Senor Sagasta suppressing debates 
in the cortes. If the government refuses 
to divulge official documents on the war 
Senor Robledo says he will utilize reliable 
press reports. 4 

Other opposition leaders are of the same 
mind. ce 

The debates are likely to be stormy. 

Cuban bonds are buoyant, owing to the 
telief that powerful European pressure, 
both diplomatic and financial, will be 
brougiht to bear to compel America to 
oblige Cuba herself to recognize some of 
the Cuban issues. 


PRESIDENT HAS A QUIET DAY. 


HE ATTENDS CHURCH WITH HIS 
BROTHER ABNER’S FAMILY. 


Is Pleased with Those He Has Met 
at Somerset, Pa.—Received but 
Few Visitors. 


Somerset, Pa., August 28.—President Mc- 
Kinley came to Somerset to pass a peace- 
iul day, and he has certainly accomplished 
that purpose. The day was the most de- 
lightful of the season here and the presi- 
dent took advantage of it. He rose early 
this miorning and passed an hour walkiag 
about town with his wrother, Abner. Here 
ana there he met an old acquaintaace and 
sto) ped for a short talk. 

The president’s determination to attend 
the morning service at the Methodist Epis- 
copal church became known early and by 
the usual time for opening the service every 
seat except those reserved for the pr2si- 
dentia! party was occupied. The altar was 
testefully adorned with white chrysanthe- 
mums and vari-colored lilies. Mrs. Abner 
McKinley and her daughter, Mabel, drove 
to the church and Abner McKinley and the 
president waiked. The president's wife did 
not attend. 

At the church Mrs. Abner McKinley offi- 
ciated at the organ, her daughter, Miss 
Mabel, sang a solo, and the Rev. Cimeron, 
the pastor, preached his sermon from the 
seventeenth chapter and twenty-lirst verse 
of Luke, “The kingdom of God is within 
you.”’ 

At the close of the benediction the pres- 
ident left the church at once, and with his 
brother, walked directly to the latter’s 
home. Afterwards the president and Mrs. 
McKinley and Mr. and Mrs. Abner McKin- 
ley entered the latter’s carriage and passed 
some time in a drive to the country. 

The president in going about meets with 
some peculiar familiarities. While he was 
sitting on the porch this morning an aged 
German, who probably retains some unfa- 
vorable impression of imperial pomp in the 
Fatherland, was driving past. Noticing 
the president, he pulled his horse up sud- 
denly and said loud enough to be heard a 
Square away: 

“Why, Mr. President, you don't look like 
the rulers in the old country. You d:n’'t 
Wear a crown and you dress iike other 

en.”” 

A pleasant smile and a bow was the 
president’s reply. 

This afternoon the president passed an 
hour on the porch and later he and his 
brothér went driving. After dinner this 
evening a few personal friends made short 
calls on the president and Mrs. McKinley. 
The town is gayly decorated with flags in 
honor of its distinguished visitors, but the 
people fully appreciate the president's de- 
sire for rest and there have been no in- 
trusions. 

The president. is greatly pleased with his 
visit here and regrets that it cannot be 
extended, but the arrangement naving been 
made for his visit to the military camp at 
Montauk on Saturday necessitates his leav- 
ing here at noon tomorrow.

AFFECTING SCENES IN LAST MOMENTS 


Native of Kentucky, He Became Chief 
Executive of the State of Indi- 
ana and Was Prominent in 
the Presidential Cam- 
paign of 1896. 


Wingate, Ind., 28.—At 6:30 
o'clock this morning, at the quiet McHarry 
homestead, where he was taken immediate- 
ly after hig sudden affliction, ex-Governor 
Claude Matthews passed away peacefully, 
surrounded by his wife and al] the other 
members of his immediate family. 

There was prayer service accompanied 
by the singing of hymns at the bedside of 
the dying ex-governor. Mrs. Matthews 
was very much affected and stated that 
she would give anything In the world if 
her husband would manifest by a single 
word his faith in Jesus. About 3 o'clock 
the minister, in the course of the services, 
asked the dying man if he believed in 
Jesus. The answer, as, plainly ag any one 
could articulate it, was:

The three physicians regarded this an- 
swer as miraculous, as all agreed that the 
particular part of the brain affected by the 
paralysis was that governing speech, and 
that the ex-governor would probably never 
have talked had he lived. It was the only 
word he spoke after he was stricken, He 
immediately lapsed into a profound coma, 
from which he did not recover before he 
passed away. 

Body Will Not Lie in State. 

Out of respect to the oft expressed wish 
of Governor Matthews, the body will not 
be taken to Indianapolis to lie in state at 
the capitol. The funeral will occur on 
Wednesday afternoon, at Hazel Pluff farm, 
the home of the dead ex-governor, near 
Clinton. 

@Mrs. Matthews received hundreds of tele- 
crams and messages of condolence today. 

Governor Mount and staff will attend the 
funeral and a spec‘a] train will leave In- 
dianapolis Wednesday morning to carry 
State officials and others. 

Governor Matthews was bors Bath 
county, Kentucky, December 1/4 “1845. He 
left Kentucky in 1868, and settied in Ver- 
million county, Indiana. 

He organized the Indiana Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association and was one of the 
founders of the National Association of 
Shorthorn Cattle Breeders of the United 
States and Canada. 

Although having always a strong prede- 
liction for politics, Mr. Matthews rarely 
sought office He served a term in the 
legislature in 1876. In 1890 he was nomi-

‘nated and elected secretary of state, and 


in 1892 he was chosen governor. 

Suggested for President in 189¢. 
Governor Matthews was related through 
his mother to some of the best families of 
Virginia and Kentucky. His maternal 
er, General Thomas Jeffer- 
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Matthews retired to his home in Vermil- 
lion county. 

In 1896 the friends of Mr. Matthews re. 
solved to make him a conspicuous candi- 
date for the democratic presiden‘ial nomi- 
nation: The state convention was enthusi- 
astically in favor of his nomination by the 
national democratic convention, which met 
in Chicago in July, 1896. 

Mr. Matthews indorsed the action of the 
national democracy and immediately began 
a most brilliant canvass for Messrs. Bryan 
and Sewall. He never faltered for an in- 
stant, but continued actively at work until 
the polls were closed in November of that 
year. 

On January 7, 1868, he married Martha R. 
Whitcomb, daughter of the late James 
Whitcomb, who was governor of Indiana 
from 13843 to 1849, and was afterwards 
United States senator from this state. 

Mr. Matthews attained wide celebrity 
while governor by driving out the Roby 
gamblers.

DIVIDE OFFICES HALF AND HALF 


Democrats and Silver Republicans 
Nominate Ticket in Idaho. 


Boise, Idaho, August 28.—After the sil- 
ver republicans and democrats yesterday 
concluded to fuse, leaving the populists 
out because of the latter’s failure to har- 
monize the two factions, it took a long 
time to apportion the offices. The con- 
ference committee were in session until 
midnight. In the meantime the silver re- 
publican convention was in recess. The 
democratic convention had not given its 
committee plenary °power and remained in 
session to hear reports and give instruc- 
tions. 

Its committee reported a number of times 
and was instructed to insist upon the po- 
sition of the governor for the democrats. 
In the conference the silver republicans 
were making a play for half the officers, 
but diplomatically dec‘ined to make known 
their real purpose. They insisted upon 
governor and declined to make any sug- 
gestion about anything else until that was 
disposed of. 

After eight hours the democrata who 
had made a number of proposals, offered to 
divide half and half, they taking the gov- 
ernor and the silver republicans the con- 
gressman. The business was closed 
up andthe the report was soon adopted 
by both conventions. By 2 o’clock in the 
morning the candidates had all been nomi- 
nated, and the conventions adjourned un- 
til tomorrow morning to complete minor 
details.

At 
the detention hospital there are 615 pa- 
tients. This hospital is now in pretty good 
condition. Fifty nurses were added to the 
force here today. The dead in the deten- 
tion hospital this morning were: 

Leo Woodhall, of troop F, Third cay- 
alry, and a soldier whose name and regi- 
ment are unknown, who died of malarial 
fever. One hundred and twenty-seven men 
were furloughed from the detention hos- 
pital to@ay. 

Calculations made by the hospital officers 
today show that they have $9,000 at their 
disposal under the now famous order 116. 
This will be used free by them in bet- 
tering the condition of the remaining and 
incoming patients. 


TRANSPORT REACHES NEW YORE 


San Marcos Arrives with Troops from 
Tampa, Fla. 


New York, August 28.—The United States 
transport San Marcos, Captain Itzen, 
which sailed from Tampa August 2th and 
Key West August 22d, arrived this morning 
with two batteries of the First United 
artillery, two companies of the Third Tex- 
as volunteers and the general hospital 
corps, and a detachment ‘corps of engin- 
eers. The total number of men on board 
was 528, of which fifteen are officers. Cap- 
tain A. H. Merrill, First artillery, is in 
command. 

The steamer anchored off Liberty island, 
where she will await instructions from the 
war department at Washington. The 
troops will probably be sent to Camp 
Wikoff. One artilleryman is reported sick 
with measles. None of the troops on the 
San Marcos have been outside the United 
States, all having been in camp at Tampa 
gince the early part of the war. 


PREDICTS ANGLO-RUSSIAN WAR. 
Chinese Minister at St. Petersburg So 
Informs His Government. 
London, August 2.—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says it is stated there that 
the Chinese minister at St. Petersburg has 
reported to his government that in his 
opinion the Chinese question will precipi- 
tate a conflict between Great Britain and 

Russia. 

This state of affairs, he says, is owing 
to the British ambassador presenting a 
note at St. Petersburg of such a peremp- 
tory nature, demanding freedom of enter- 
prise in regions where Russian influence 
is supposed to predominate, that Count 
Muravieff cannot accept it. 

The Chinese minister, indeed, expects 
that a conflict will certainly break out be- 
fore the end of the year.

A PECULIAR MORALITY WAVE. 


News Stands Closed, but Barrooms Are 


Kept Open. 

Cleveland, O., August’28.—Cleveland had 
a spasm of a very peculiar kind of moral- 
ity today. Nearly every cigar store, news 
stand and candy store was closed, most 
of the druggists sold nothing but medi- 
cines on prescription and restaura keep- 
ers refused to sell cigars. Yet the saloons, 
as usual, with little pretense of keeping 
closed, did a rushing business through 
side doors, behind screens. 

The cause is the resentment of a few 
merchant tailors and clothiers whose 
clerks, a short time ago, induced the Re- 
tail Salesmen Union to cause the arrest 
of those clothiers who kept their stores 
open on Sunday mornings, thereby depriv- 
ing their employees of part of their weekly 
day of rest. This movement spread to the 
butchers’ and the grocers and then the 
aggrieved clothing dealers, not more than 
a dozen in number, decided to make the 
Sunday labor law obnoxious by compelling 
its rigid enforcement upon everybody. 


Expedition Loses Gunboat. 


London, August 28.—A dispatch from 
Camp Hegari, opposite the-island of Gebel 
Rayaa, says the Anglo-Egyptian expedi- 
tion has suffered a rather serious loss by 
the sinking of the gunboat Zafir. The 
boat sprang a leak when near Shendy and 
within e few minutes went down. All on 
boarc were saved.

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CORTIJO COMPLAINS 
OF BAD TREATMENT 


Spanish Colonel Tells a Tale of Woo 


In Madrid. 
HE SAYS WE ARE A BAD LOT 


That He Was Guarded by Negro Sajl- 
diers at Fort McPherson. 


PUT IN A PRISON UNFIT FOR HIS SORT 


That He and the Rest of His Officers 
Were Not Saluted as They En- 
tered the Mess Hall, Etc. 


Washington, August 28.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel Cortijo, a brother-in-law of General 
Weyler, and one of the first prisoners of 
th: Spanish-American war, being captured 
on a Spanish transport shortly after the 
beginning of hostilities and held a pris- 
oner at Fort McPherson, Ga., has writ- 
ten a letter which was published in El 
Imparcial, of Madrid, on the 10th of this 
month, and in which he complains bitter- 
ly of his treatment while a prisoner in 
this country. Colonel Cortijo will be Tre- 
membered as a haughty old man who was 
continually indignant about fancied wrongs 
and what he imagined were implied in- 
sults at the hands of his guardians, and 
who made an jneffectual attempt to starve 
himself to death while a prisoner. 

One of His Whims. 

One incident will illustrate his attitude 
during the entire time he was a prisoner, 
and up to the moment he was exchanged 
he never bent in his manner toward his 
captors, One day when he, together with 
the other prisoners, were seated in the 
mess hall at the fort, the guards noticed 
that he refused to eat and was sulking 
about something, This wag directly after 
his attempt to starve himself, and to 
humor the old fellow, a good natured 
guard tried to find out the cause cf his 
dissatisfaction. Colonel Cortijo pointed 
majestically to the fork beside his plate, 
and a careful examination revealed the 
fact that the point had been broken cff 
the middle prong. A new fork was brought, 
but the colonel etill refused food, and went 
for several meals without eating amything. 

He was afterwards humored by the 
guards and everything possible done for 
his comfort. In speaking of his stay in 
the United States, Colonel Cortijo says: 

“When we arrived at Atlanta the pris- 
oners were received with hoot!ings, cat- 
calls and hisses, and this was repeated 
upon our arrival at Fort McPherson. There 
we were searched, our persons as well as 
cur haggege, ani evérything taken away 
from us. They cven tock away from ime,” 
he says, “a small pocket case, containing 
scissors, penknife, mirror and needles. Af- 
ter they had committed these outrages,’ he 
continues, “We Were put in an fron cage 
with two compartments divided by an fron 
plate, which contained no beds, and we 
were compelled to sleep on the ground 
The ten officers were allowed some zo0!- 
diers’ cots, Which were dirty and full of 
insects, 

He Draws the Color Line. 

“On the following day the twenty pris- 
oners were forced to use the same towel 
We were guarded by negroes, who were 
put on a perfect equality with us: We had 
to take our meals without napkin or glass, 
and the food was a dirty and repugnant 
stuff. We were given only one plate, one 
cup of coffee, one fork and a knife that 
would not cut. A mulatto sergeant woul’ 
form us in line by twos to march us to 
our meals between files of armed negro 
soldiers, and at the place where our meals 
were given us we were made a spectacle 
fo* the curios, which to one of my age 
und rank is not only a humiliation but a 
distinct nervous shock, We ate with a 
lot of soldiers, and no one moved, stood up 
or showed any mark of respect when we 
entered the fall. My rank in the regular 
arir.y of a civilized nation was nothing to 
them, The United States government 
treated me as a common soldier, and treat- 
ed us all with want of confidence and con- 
tempt. All kinds of humiliations were 
Visited upon us. We were paraded as 
though we were showmen’s exhibits and 
uad no privacy. 

“The iron cage in which we lived was 
made as cruel as possible. It was sur- 
rounded by a wall of brick, with high win- 
dows, and we could only see a patch of the 
sky. This prison was as a relic of some 
of the horrible inquisitions. It was suffo- 
cating in summer and must be terrible in 
winter. The sun shone on our faces and 
burned us. In winter the temperature 
must be icy and the dampness unbearable.” 

Colonel Cortijo says he protested gsev- 
eral times to no purpose and finally decided 
to starve himself to death rather than 
bear such treatment longer. He was final- 
ly dissuaded from this by Dr. Julian. He 
says further that it was with difficulty tt:at 
he saved $7,500, which one of his officers 
had to pay off some troops, because the 
American government wanted to confiscate 
it. He closes by saying that an American 
lawyer, Mr. Roushah, offered his services 
to bring a suit for damages against the 
government of the United States for the in- 
human treatment which the Spanish pris- 
Oners at Atlanta had received at its hands. 


German Paper Makes Denial. _, 
London, August 29.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times, referring to the 
report that Germany had entered into ne- 
gotiations with the United States for the 
partition of the Samoan islands, says that 
the semi-official Marine Politische Corre- 
spondenz observes: 

“So far as we are aware no such pro- 
posal has been made to Washington by 
the German government, Proposals to that 
effect that been made in the German 
press, but nowhere else to our knowledge. 

“The assertion that were Germany to 
come into sovereign possession of Upotua 
the United States would be shut out from 
the harbor of Apia is absolutely absurd; 
and this applies equally to any other na- 
tion having an harbor on that island.” 


Thought They Were Mushrooms. 
Chambersburg. Pa., August 28.—Mrs. 
Rev. George Jeffries and child, of Phifa- 
delphia, died in Shippensburg today from 
the effects of eating toad stools, mistaken 
for mushroons. Rev. Jeffries is in a very 
critical condition. 


Seems Not To Be Yellow Fever. 

Galveston, Tex,, August 28.—The artillery- 
man with a suspicious case of fever at 
Fort Ajax Point, two miles from Galves- 
ton, is today convalescent. The other thtee 
cases reported as suspicious by the marine 
hospital! service, the post surgeon says, can 
scarcely be called suspicious today.

United States Warships Have 
bone Into Dock at Hong Kong 


STEAMERS MOVING . ABOUT 


General Merit ls Sald to Have Been 
Ordered to Paris,

Insurgent Leader Has Moved His 
Headquarters to a Town Twenty 
Miles from Manila and Has 
Issued a Call for 
Congress. 


Manila, August 28.—Steamers are enter- 
ing the river as usual. The Americans are 
tempvrarily maintaining the former Span- 
ish tariff. Business is brisk. 

The United Statés warships Olympia and 
Raleigh have gone to Hong Kong to go 
into dock. Admiral Dewey has transferred 
his flag to the Baltimore. 

General Merritt will sail on the steam- 
ship China on Tuesday on his way to 
Paris to attend the sessions of the peace 
conference. No agreement has yet been 
reached with Aguinaldo upon any. sub- 
ject, although circumstantial rumors are 
current that everything has been settled 
to the mutual satisfaction of those con- 
cerned. 

The situation, although undoubtedly un- 
satisfactory, remains unchanged, pending 
a final settlement, Aguinaldo proposes to 
remove his headquarters immediately to 
the large town of Malatos, province of 
Bulacan situated on the 
twenty miles north of Manila. There he 
will shortly assemble a congress chosen 
from the leading Filipinos who favor the 
insurgent cause, He further intends to 
send a representative to Paris to argue 
his claims for the establishment of an 
insurgent republic. 

Malatos is an excellent strategic point, 
covering a rice and tobacco district be- 
side the route to Biancaboto, where the 
Spaniards were formerly obliged to make 
a treaty by which they purchased a ces- 
gation of hostilities. 

The mcevement was probably necessary 
partly because Aguinaldo was fast losing 
his influence in the province of Cavite, 
where the insurgents evidently expected 
to be permitted to occupy Manila conjoint- 
ly with the Americans. Considerable dis- 
satisfaction is apparent among the insur- 
Zent troops, and a frank expression of 
opinion is frequently heard that Aguinaido 
is again gelling the cause. 

Merritt’s Visit to Paris Not Confirmed 

Washington, August 28.—No confirmation 
could bs obtained tonight from officials of 
the wur department ef the report that Gen- 
eral Merritt would sail next Tuesday from 
Manila to attend the sessions of the peace 
conference at Paris. There are reasons for 
the belief, however, that the report is cor- 
rect, although the war department may 
not be advised yet as to the exact date of 


General Merritt’s departure from Manila. 

General Merritt’s instructions when he 
went to the Philippines were thoroughly 
to familiarize himself with the situation on 
the islands. The instructions probably 
were given him in anticipation of the peace 
conference. Since his arrival at Manila 
he undoubtedly has gathered a fund of in- 
formation that will be of distinct value to 
the American peace commissions and the 
idea ts to have him attend the conference 
in an advisory capacity. 

He will be able to supply much detailed 
information that it would be impossible 
for the commissioners to obtain from any 


other source.

REGULARS AT MONTAUK POINT.

New York, August 28.—Seven officers and 
188 privates arrived in Jersey City from 
Fernandina, Fia., today and were at once 
transferred to Montauk Point.

Havana, August 20.—According to official 
figures it is shown that prior to the be- 
ginning of hostilities between Spain and 
the United tSates aa aggregate of about 
75,000 tons of provisions was imported 
monthly at all the ports of Cuba, but that 
since the commencement of the war the 
loss in volume of these imports has amount- 
ed to 226,000 tons, 

The Menendez line of coasting steamers 
bas lost five vessels since the Americans 
invaded the island, as follows: 

The Argonauta, captured by American 
warships at Cienfuegos; the Deina de Los 
Angeles, seized at Santiago de Cuba after 
the capitylation of that place, and the Juse 
Garcia, loria and Purissima Concepcion, 


burned during the bombardment of the, 


port of Manzanillo. 
On the night of July 27th, the insurgent 
leader, Juan Hernandez, was killed in a 


fight with a Spanish guerrilla force which ' 


had ambushed his party. The Spariards had 
one soldier wounded. On the 27th the insur- 
gents ‘had an encounter with Spanish troops 
near Placetas, in the province of Santa 
Clara, which resulted in the Killing of 
one insurgent and the wounding of nine- 
teen others. A Spanish captain was badly 
wounded. On July 28th a committee repre- 
senting the guards and jail employees of 
this city presented a request to the civil 
governor that they be paid at least a por- 
tion of their long overdue salaries. 

Reports received here on July 28th from 
the province of Puerto Principe show that 
the situation throughout that section of 
the island was very bad. Provisions were 
quite scarce, and the little to be had was 
held at exorbitant prices. The civil em- 
ployees has received no salary for eight 
months and most of them had resigned 
their places. Special efforts were being made 
to maintain the efficiency of the civil hos- 
pital and the civil governor had given or- 
ders that everything possible be done in 
this direction, 

Death Rate Shows Increase. 

According to the data furnished by the 
civil government the deaths in Santa Clara 
City during the month of May numbered 
2,265, and during the month of June 2,465. 

From July %th to August lst many per- 
sons arrived at Havana and Caibarien from 
Puerto Principe, Nuecitas, Gibara and ad- 
jacent places which had been abandoned by 
the Spanish forces. 

The village of Jibaro,; near Sanctt Spiri- 
tus, provinee of Santa Clara, was recently 
taken by the insurgents, who, it is said, 
captured eighteen Cuban guerrillas, whom 
they macheted in a most savage manner, 
merely because they were natives of the 
island. 

Later advices from Jibaro say that on 
July 19th the place was attacked by insur- 
gents under Brigadier Jose Miguel Gomez. 
who employed cannon in the assault upon 
the forts, which were defended by Spanish 
regular troops and guerrillas. The attack 
was successful and the insurgents captured 
the place. Of the Spanish forty were killed, 
seventy wounded and ninety taken prison- 
ers. 

The governor of Matanzas on August 3d 
issued a bando establishing the contribu- 
tion ‘‘to be levied on every person who 
brings viands and other products to the 
Matanzas market for sale. This ‘‘contribu- 
tion’’ is to be given in the form of a cer- 
tain portion of each of the various prod- 
ucts brought by the venders. On the night 
of August 3d a detective in the city of 
Matanzas visited a kitchen where food was 
prepared for sale and discovered a trunk 
containing 373 pounds of horse meat. The 
owner of the kitchen, Ramon Ortega, and 
his son, were arrested and have been sent 
to prison. 

Americans Capture Steamers. 

Reports from Caibarien say that on July 
22d an American ship captured at Cayo 
Frances the Norwegian steamer Franklyn 
and the launches Dos Amigos and Remedio. 
The last named being empty was abandon- 
ed by the Americans, but the Franklyn and 
Dos Amigos were held by the captor. 

La Union Constituclonal, referring to the 
capture by American vessels of the Span- 
ish steamer Humberto Rodriguez, asks in 
its issue of August 7th: 

“How wouli Spain have been judged if 
an American ship, hoisting a flag of truce, 
had approached the port of Havana and 
the city’s batteries had fired at it? 

“The game judgment.’’ the paper says, 
“ought to be pronounced regarding the 
capture of the Humberto Rodriguez, which 
was effected by the American fleet, on the 
high seas, while the steamer was towing 
two schooners with sick and wounded. 
under the Red Cross Society’s flag.”’ 

La Union Constituciona] further says: 

“The American fleet ought ta have ren- 
dered tribute to the steamer and her cuon- 
voy and escorted them to Havana's waters 
thus carrying out the rules agreed up »n 
in this matter at the Geneva convention by 
the delegates who framed the convention.” 

Qn the 12th instant Ia Lucha gaye that 
a deputation of civil employees appointed 
by @ meeting held in Havang visited the

The committee then sent to the civil gov- 
ernor a written request that he give the 
matter his attention and furnished Lim a 
list of 110 names of children who had ac- 
knowledged their non-attendance at school. 

A number of the residents of the village 
of Regla have made complaints that while 
sufficient wheat flour was distributed re- 
cently among the Havana bakers to sup- 
play the suffering Havanese with bread for 
two days, Regla’s bakers were unable to 
obtain the smallest quantity of the flour 
and the people were consequently without 
bread.

August 28.—A few days ago 
Secretary Alger issued an order to Gen- 
eral H. V. Boynton, now at Chickamau- 
ga park, to make a thorough and search- 
ing investigation of all the hospitals in 
Camp Thomas and to report instantly any

The Tragedy. 
The killing occurred at a house about 
yards from the McGuirt residence. Mrs. 
McGuirt says that when she and her hus- 
band got there he threw her against the 
Side of the house, On the porch, the 
abuse was resumed, and not being able 
to stand it any longer, she picked up a 
piece of plank lying on a shelf of the porch 
and struck him. 


Didn’t Mean To Kill Him. 

“I had no Mea of killing him,” she sald. 
“Some of the little negroes swore that I 
went out in the yard and got the plank, 
but this is not so. If he had seen me com- 
ing with a piece of piank he might have 
thought that I was going to have hit him, 
and he would have killed me. The lick 
couldn't have been hit him from squarely 
behind him, as they said; the lick will show 
tirat. When I struck him I ran away, and 
a short distance away I saw some negroes 
and asked them to go up to the house to 
see if my husband needed any attention. 
I would not have dared gone back to that 
house unless I knew that he was harm- 
less—I was afraid of bodily injury. My 
idea was to get back to Columbus. I was 
astonished when they told me he - was 
dead.”’ 

At times during the recital of her story 
Mrs, MeGuirt displayed considerable emo- 
tion. 

‘That's the truth, Just as I have told it,” 
she said. “I am responsible to God for it; 
man can do what he Wants to to a poor, 
frai. woman, but God fs the judge.’’ 

During the progress of her story Mrs. 
McGuirt arose to her feet and gradually 
seemed to take more interest in the things 
about her. She was barefooted, miserably 
dressed, haggard-looking and altogether 
Was a very pathetic spectacle. She is un- 
educated, but has a certain degree of 
shrewdness. She is not an attractive wo- 
man—none could be in her plight, condi- 
tion and awful uncertainty. She had made 
no arrangements for an attorney and was 
glad to arrange, through the reporter, to 
get word to her brother. Her husband did 
not allow her to correspond with her rel- 
atives, she said. 


The Susan Eberhart Case. 


Exactly twenty-five years ago Susan Eb- 
erhart was hung at Preston, despite the 
prayers and pleadings of nearly an entire 
State. Preston people, as a rule, regretted 
to see the hanging take place there. They 
realized the enormity of the crime, but did 
not want to see a woman hung. The Con- 
stitution correspondent talked with one 
Preston citizen whose grandfather had of- 
fered the sheriff of the county $500 to re- 
Sign so that the hanging would have to 
be postponed. The offer was declined, Gov- 
ernor Smith did not interfere and Susan 
Ebwhart was hung. That year Weoster 
county fiad three hangings.

It will be set 
forth by the state that McGuirt, while of 
a shiftiess disposition, was a fairly clever 
and agreeable man,

IS BADLY BEATEN 


J. W. Hart Handled Roughly in Macon 
| Saturday Night. 


KNOCKED FROM HIS BUGGY 


Then Was Struck Several Blows with 
Bludgeons. 


DOES =NOT KNOW HIS ASSAILANTS 


The Question of the City Judgeship 
ty in Macon—Adjournment of Bibb 
Superior Court. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., August 28.—(Special.)—Last night 
Mr. J. W. Hart, a well-known citizen of 
Bibb county and a former Macon mer- 
chant, was assaulted by two unknown men 
and severely beaten with a club or some 
other heavy weapon. He was given sev- 
eral blows. His nose was broken, one eye 
badly hurt and a severe gash inflicted on 
the back of the head. He does not know 
whether his assailants were white or black, 
and does not understand the object of the 
attack, as no effort was made to rob him. 
The occurrence happened near the inter- 
section of Boundary and Second streets 
near the city limits. He was riding in his 
buggy when he became conscious of some 
one right behind him, and looking around, 
he saw two men. He asked them what 
they wanted. He was answered with a 
heavy blow on the head, which knocked 
him out of the buggy to the ground. They 
then struck him two or three blows while 
lying on the ground. He called for help, 
and a lady in a ‘house near by heard him 
say to his assailants, ‘“‘Don’t hit me any 
more.”’ 

The lady gave the alarm and the men

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fled. She said she thought they were ne- 
groes. Mr. Hart was assisted into the 
buggy and was driven to his home in Hu- 
guenin heights. 

It could not be ascertained last night in 
the city who had been assaulted, and it 
Was not learned in official circles until to- 
day that the party was Mr. Hart. He is 
suffering tonight a great deal with his in- 
juries. Mr. Hart has only one arm and is 
rather old and was completely at the 
mercy of his assailants. 

The City Court Judgeship. 

The only question of local political in- 
terest now engaging the public attention 
here is the city court judgeship. The ap- 
pointment or election of judges is very 
much a matter of politics, though some 
arcadians hold it should not be. A lively 
contest is now on between the several can- 
didates for judge of the city court of Ma- 
con for the new term beginning January 
Ist next for four years at a salary of $3,000 
per annum. Who will be city court judge 
is a question asked many times daily. 
Public interest has been aroused thus early 
in the game because of the energy and per- 
sistency ‘with which petitions in behalf 
of the various candidates are being circu- 
lated among the people for signatures. 

The city court judgeship has been a 
prize eagerly contested for ever since the 
court was established years ago. There 
has always been a livelier contest for the 
city court bench than for the superior court 
judgeship of the Macon circuit. In fact, 
for many years it has been rare indeed 
that there have been oppesing candidates 
for the superior court bench. And now that 
the legislature at its last session increased 
the salary of the city court judge to $1,000 
per annum more than that of the superior 
court judge, and with no traveling expenses 
attached to the city court judgeship, the 
position thas heen made even more desira- 
ble to those judicially inclined. 

The candidates for the city court judge- 
ship, as already stated in The Constitution, 
ure the present incumbent, Judge John P. 
Ross, and Messrs. Warren D. Nottingham 
and Hugh Washington. Hon. A. D, Can- 
dler, who will then be governor, will prob- 
ably make the appointment some time in 
next November, as the senate will have to 
confirm the appointment. 

A Third Candidate. 

From private letters received in Macon, 
it is learned that Colonel A, S. Way is a 
candidate for the judgeship of the Atlantic 
circuit, the new judicial circuit created at 
the last session of the legislature, com- 
posed of the counties of McIntosh, Liberty, 
Bryan and Effingham. There are three 
candidates who will submit their claims 
to the next legislature, ‘for the judgeship, 
viz: A, 8S. Way, George T, Cann and P. 
E. Seabrook. A lively contest is being 


waged by them, 

The following interesting extracts are 
taken from a letter written in Savannah 
to a gentleman in Macon: 

‘‘Messrs. Way, Cann and Seabrook are 
members of the Savannah bar and have 
their offices in this city. 

“The friends of Mr. Seabrook are urging 
his claims with considerable energy and 
pertinacity on the grounds that he is the 
only one of the candidates who is a presi- 
dent cf the new circuit, and in consequence 
‘home rule’ is good doctrine jin its appli- 
cation to his candidacy, and hence he 
ought and should be elected. The facts 
are, Mr. Seabrook and other South Caro- 
linians, Going business in this citv, have 
formed a South Carolina settlement just a 
short distance beyond the Chatham coun- 
ty line, over in Effingham county. Their 
business interests are in Savannah, going 
across the Chatham county line every 
evening and returning by the early morn- 
ing train to their respective places of 
business in Savannah, where they devote 
themselves to their daily occupations. 

“Mr. Cann is a Savannah man, was 
born here, where he has always lived, and 
he is a good man. 

“Mr, Way was born and bred in old 
Liberty county, his parents, ‘this grand- 
parents and ‘his great-grandparents from 
colonial days right square up to date are 
of good old Liberty county stock—a familv 
which in peace or war, from our eartiest 
history, ‘thas always given a good account 
of themselves—commencing with the revo- 
lutionary war. as friends of Liberty vs. 
George III, and up to date with an un- 
broken record, for being always right 
themselves, and backing up the right.”

All who were in attendance on the court 
speak in the highest terms of the able and 
prompt manner in which Acting Solicitor 
Ellis discharged his duties. He was very 
successful in the prosecution of his cases, 
and almost invariably the defendant was 
convicted.

HIS WISHES WERE CARRIED OUT 


FUNERAL OF REV. A. G. P. DODGE 
AT FREDERICA ON SATURDAY. 


Seven Clergymen Take Part in the Ser- 
vices—A Plain and Unostenta- 
| tious Funeral.

Frederica,. St. Simon's Island, Ga., Au- 
28.—(Special.)—The funeral of 
Rev. Anson Green Phelps Dodge, 
which occurred at this place 
Saturday morning at 11 o'clock, was 
one of the most notable in the history of 
the state. The homage paid to the remains 
of this man was from hundreds who trav- 
eled miles by boat and rail to have an 
opportunity to shed tears over the grave 
of one they loved, and whose death they 
genuinely regretted. Im addition to this 
large number from abroad nearly every 
one on St. Simon’s island attended. Many 
colored people attended the funeral and 
the fact that they came from miles 
around attests in a measure the immense 
amount of love and esteem tbat the de- 
ceased was held in by people of all races 
and color. There were seven clergymen in 
the service, six of whom were white and 
one colored. The officiating clergymen 
were Rev. Henry E. Lucas, rector of St. 
Mark’s church, Brunswick; Rev. H. B. 
Stuart Martin, missionary priest at Kis- 
simmee, jurisdiction southern Florida; 
Rev. D. Watson Winn, rector of the par- 
ish. Other clergy in the procession were 
Rev. Henry Cassils, missionary priest at 
Satilla Bluff, Ga.; Rev. E. A. Osborne, 
chaplain Second regiment North Carolina 
volunteers: Rev. L. C. Birch. missionary 
priest St. Judes, Brunwick, and Rev. 
G. R. Jackson, colored, deacon and as- 
sistant minister of the parish. 

When the funeral proper was over the 
people returned to the church and the 
Rev, Henry E. Lucas celebrated the holy 
communion, Rev. D. Watson Winn tak- 
ing the epistle and serving, the Rev. H. 
B, Stuart Martin reading the gospel, and 
both assisting in the distribution of the 
second element. 

The pallbearers were twelve, as follows: 
Messrs. W. C. Taylor, senior warden of 
the parish; James D. Gould. junior war- 
den; John Stevens, George Stevens, Brew- 
ster Phillips, yestrymen; Dr. Charles Mel- 
drim, Messrs. Horace Gould, John Currie, 
J. H. Whitmire, Donald McCaskell, John 
Postell and Bruce McCaskell. Six of these 
bore the coffin, those selected for this be- 
ing (Messrs. Taylor, John and George Ste- 
vens, Postell, Bruce McCaskell and John 
Currie. Dr. Meldrim and Mr. Phillips acted 
as ushers. 


A Plain Funeral. 


The procession from the house was as 
simple and as unostentatious as the life 
led by the deceased had been. The coffin, 
a plain pine home-made one, covered with 
a purple cloth and in the top of which 
was worked a white cross, was in a plain 
wagon drawn by two horses. Behind this 
Was one buggy containing Captain John 
Foster and Mrs. Dodge, mother of the de- 
ceased. The balance of the family were 
walking and the fourteen little children 
who compose the Anson Dodge Memorial 
Home were in the front of the family. 
The usual signs of mourning observed at 
funerals have never accorded with the 
views of the deceased as to the proper 
way to express regret for those who die, 
and in accordance with his wishes these 
habiliments of woe were not worn. The 
love for him wag imtense and his departure 
from this earth is sincerely mourned, but 
in leaving off mourning the family were 
only trying to comply with hia requests 
as near as they could. 

The procession was met at the church 
yard entrance by the seven ministers led 
by G. R., Jackson, the colored assistamt. 
Their white robes contrasted strangely 
with the somber green and moss-covered 
trees, and it was a solemn sight to see 
them coming up the long avenue to the 
church. At the church door the purple pall 
was thrown over the coffin and the priests 
opened the services, Rev. Mr. Lucas pro- 
nouncing the sentences, 

The choir was composed of Mrs. Brew- 
ster Phillips, Mrs. Freeman, Miss Bessie 
Fox and Mr. Ed Dudley, with Miss Belle 
Taylor as organist. When the services in 
the church were concluded the body was 
removed to the grave. The excavation had 
been made for a double grave and the 
ebony casket containing his first wife's 
remains were resting in there. The casket 
bore this inscription on a silver plate: 

“Ellen Ada Phelps Dodge. Beloved wife 
of A. G. P. Dodge, Jr. Born in New York 
February 28, 1862—Dieqd Allahabad, India, 
August 29, 1883. R. I. P.,” 

While the remains were being covered, 
the choir and attendants sang several 
hymns and during the service an anthem 
Was sung that Mr. Dodge had especially 
requested to sung at his funeral. When the 
people left the church yard it was with 
the consciousness that they had geen 
laid away one of. the best men that ever 
lived. To (Messrs. George Stevens and 
John L. Stevens and William Taylor, 
the three especial friends whom Mr. 
Dodge selected to attend to several of his 
funeral arrangements. much can be said in 
their praise. They filled their instructions 
to the jetter and did well their duty.

Brunswick, Ga., August 28.—(Special.)— 
At their convention, held at St. Simon's 
Saturday, the populists of the eleventh 
district came out flatfooted, as it were, in 
favor of J. M. Wilkinson, the republican 
candidate for congress. One of the lead- 
ing spirits in the convention was Captain 
Ben Milliken, of Wayne, candidate for the 
office of comptroller general on the state 
ticket. The Constitution correspondent in- 
terviewed him on the convention's work. 


He said: 

“We assembled for the purpose of select- 
ing a candidate for the eleventh congres- 
sional district to represent the district in 
the next congress... To begin with we re- 
newed our allegiance to our state and na- 
tional platforms. It was the unanimous 
opinion that the convention could best 
subserve the national interests of the 
whole peopie, at this time, by declining to 
nominate a candidate from our own ranks.

We 
hereby cali ujcn all of the people, regard- 
less of parity affiliation, who are engaged 
in the growing, handling, buying or selling 
of cotton, rice, lumber and all other mate- 
rials to join with us in the election of a 
man to represent this district whose plat- 
form accords with these principles.’

“‘were adopted unanimously and the con- 
vention adjourned:

FIRST ARMY CORPS HAS GONE. 


Mississippi and Tennessee Troops Will 
Open Anniston Camp. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga., Au- 
gust 28.—The last of this week will see 
almost every regiment of volunteers gone 
from Camp Thomas. This morning when 
the First Pennsylvania left for Lexington. 
it completed the removal of the First 
armv corps. 

At Knoxville now are the following regi- 
ments: Thirty-First Michigan, First West 
Virginia, Secomd Ohio, Fourteenth Minne- 
sota. First Pennsylvania. One Hundred 
and Fifty-eighth Indiana, Sixth Ohio and 
First Georgia. 

At Lexington are the Twelfth Minnesota, 
Fifth Pennsylvania, Eighth Massachu- 
setts, Twelfth New York, Twenty-first 
Kansas, Ninth Pennsylvania, Second Mis- 
sourt, Fifth Missouri amd First New 
Hampshire. 

The first regiments of the Third corps 
to leave for Anniston will likely be the 
First Mississippi and Third Tenmesseee. 
These two regiments will get started by 
Tuesday night at the latest. If the rail- 
roads can handle the troops by Saturday 
night not a single regiment will be in the 
park with the exception of the Fifth 
United States volunteers, who will be kept 
here to guard the hospitals amd govern- 
ment property. 

The removal of Major General Breckin- 
ridge’s headquarters from Camp Thomas 
will likely occur on September ist. As 
yet the general has not decided as to 
where he will go, but it will either be to 
Knoxville, Tenn., or Lexington, Ky. The 
prospects are that he will establish his 
main headquarters at Lexington, and di- 
vide his time between the two places. He 
will be in. command of all tbe troops 
at these places. 

As fast as the trains can be got, the 
convalescents are being sent to their 
homes.

Reform Work in Santiago. 


General ‘Wood, who is at present fill- 
ing the post of military governor of San- 
tiago, has commenced to inaugurate 
some radical reforms in that metropo- 
lis. If the others come up to the high 
standard of the ones in question the 
residents of Santiago will not be long 
in realizing that they have much for 
which to be grateful. 

‘Within the next few weeks the cus- 
tomary limit of the school vacation in 
Santiago ends and General Wood in- 
tends when the fall term opens to put 
some American ideas into effect. 

In the first place, he proposes to con- 
siderably reduce the salaries of the 
school commissioners. Under the Span- 
ish system of instruction these func- 
tionaries have been drawing immense 
salaries for merely nominal work. They 
have been favorites of the government 
and consequently they have been given 
the money which ought to have found 
its way into the pockets of teachers. 

In the second place, he proposes to 
considerably increase the pay of teach- 
ers. Under the Spanish system teachers 
have been miserably paid and most of 
them have been selected less with ref- 
erence to their educational qualifications 
than with reference to their political 
sentiments. General Wood intends: to 
provide good teachers for the public 
schools of Santiago as well as to give 
them good pay. 

In the third place, he proposes that 
sectarianism shall be abolished from the 
public schools. This has been one of 
the distinguishing characteristics of the 
public schools under the Spanish sys- 
tem, but hereafter it will not exist. In 
this respect the public schools of San- 
tiago will be like the public schools of 
the United. States. 

In the fourth place, he proposes that 
the English language shall be taught 
in the public schools. This reform is 
thoroughly wise. Whether Cuba is 
eventually annexed to the United States 
or not, it is of the utmost importance 
that the English language should be 
taught in’Cuba on account of the inti- 
mate trade and social relations which 
are bound to exist; and since the United 
States is in charge of matters in Cuba 
temporarily at least, it is encumbent 
upon her to see that the English lan- 
guage is taught. General Wood is there- 
fore right in thus putting this impor- 
tant reform into effect in the public 
schools of Santiago. 

There is little reason to doubt that the 
Cuban commission will , substantially 
adopt the reforms which General Wood 
has instituted in Santiago and _ that 
American ideas of public school educa- 
tions as well as of other matters will 
soon dominate every part of the island.

The Cat and the Canary. 

The Honorable Thomas C. Platt, sen- 
ator from the state of New York, has 
good and sufficient cause these days 
fer wearing upon his face a smile like 
unto that of the cat who swallowed the 
canary. 

Whitelaw Reid is the canary in this 
little drama. The proper manipulation 
of an X-ray apparatus would reveal 
the withered carcass of the editor of 
The New York Tribune reposing in the 
gullet of the wily Thomas far down be- 
low his Adam’s apple. 

A good many years ago this same 
senator from ‘New York ran counter to 
a president who did not believe that 
the senator from a state should be big- 
ger ‘than the president when it came 
to the distribution of patronage. The 
tilt resulted in the resignation of the 
senator and the murder of the president. 
So far as practical politics is concerned 
a live senator is undoubtedly more po- 
tent than a dead president, as the Hon- 
orable Thomas C. demonstrated by hav- 
ing himself, at an opportune time, sent 
back to the senate. He is very much 
in evidence in the senate and the coun- 
cils of his party, while Garfield rests in 
@ martyr’s grave. 

The story of that contest has not been 
forgotten. Perhaps it is not saying too 
much to suggest that it is, to some ex- 
tent, responsible for the large amount 
or respect which there is to be found at 
the white house these days gor senator- 
ial courtesy. That such respect does 
exist there the fate of Mr. Reid at- 
tests, 

In the days when a McKinley man 
was a rarity among the republicans of 
New York Mr. Whitelaw Reid and his 
hewspaper were the Ohio man’s staunch- 
est friends. Jt was due to the influence 
of The Tribune that McKinley inroads 
were made in the Tom Reed-Tom Platt 
territory of. New York and New Eneg- 
land, and those inroads were largely re 
sponsible for the subsequent nomination 
of Mark Hanna’s candidaite. Naturally, 
McKinley has felt very friendly to the 
editor and proprietor of The Tribune 
and his first impulse was to put that 
gentleman in his cabinet. ‘Whitelaw 
Reid has had ambitions in that line. 
He wanted to be secretary of state, or 
failing in that, to be ambassador to the 
court of St. James. : 

‘He is still wanting, and Platt is the 
cause of it all. The Tribune has 
bitter in ifs opposition to Platt 
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publican organ, and Platt is not for- 
giving. When it became known to him 
that ‘Reid was a cabinet possibility, 
Platt promptly sent word that he would 
make it a personal matter to prevent 
confirmation. Sherman was chosen, 
then Day and now Hay; each time Mr. 
Reid and his friends hoped that the 
lightning would strike him, but each 
time the quiet Mr, Platt has put in his 
quiet notice that he would never con- 
sent to confirmation. 

It is said that, with regard to the 
British embassy, the president went so 
far as to give assurances to friends of 
Mr. Reid that he would be chosen, think- 
ing to make a compromise palatable to 
Platt by taking his man Tracy for the 
peace commission; but this time, as 
upon all occasions before, the senator 
would listen to no compromise. He was 
as strong against his enemy’s elevation 
to the British embassy as he was 
against his being put in the cabinet. 

So ‘Mr. Reid is done for. The cat has 
swallowed the canary. Peace commis- 
sion? Yes, but that doesn’t count, 
There is nothing in that except a very 
empty honor. The commission is little 
else than an expensive figurehead to 
carry out the programme laid down by 
the executive. Membership on that 
may assuage Mr. Reid’s aching wounds, 
but it means nothing. Platt has had his 
revenge.

An Early Defender. 


There seems to be a disposition on 
the part of the administration to jump 
to the defense of Secretary ‘Alger and 
the war department, 

The president is quoted as declaring 
that the criticism of his secretary of 
war is unjust and uncalled for. He will 
not say that everything has been done 
as it should have been, but he seeks to 
create the impression that none of the 
blame should be put on the shoulders 
of the head of the war department. 

That is natural, for the president is 
responsible for the selection of his cab- 
inet ministers, and if it is proven. that 
the man he selected is incompetent, he 
must bear the odium that goes with the 
bad appointment. It would be well for 
the president, however, to hesitate be- 
fore jumping needlessly to the defense 
of General Alger’s conduct of war de- 
partment affairs. ‘While the country has 
not gone into hysterics over Mr. McKin- 
ley--despite the declarations of the repub- 
lican press and the somewhat maudlin 
utterances of a few democrats in office 
who have been granted small favors— 
simply because the war has been a 
brilliant success, there has been no dis- 
position to saddle upon the president 
himself the reSponsibility for the mis- 
takes of the war department. The peo- 
ple know that he has his part well. 
They know that he made a lot of bad 
appointments in his play for political 
strength, but they have never thought 
that he was in any sense a participant 
in the distribution of the “good things” 
that have gone with transport purchases 
and army contracts; they have, it short, 
given him full credit for a patriotic de- 
sire to bring the war to a speedy and 
successful conclusion, just as they would 
have expected of any other American 
whom they had honored by electing to 
the exalted position he holds. 

There is no need therefore of the 
president letting his friendly zeal get 
the better of his judgment and rushing 
pell-mell to the defense of Secretary 
Alger with the declaration that he is 
“certain that the secretary is in no wise 
to blame.” Somebody is to blame for 
the terrible experiences of the brave 
men who won a glorious victory at San- 
tiago in the face of so great handicaps. 
Laek of proper food, lack of medical 
supplies, lack of much else there un- 
doubtedly was, fevers at Santiago, fe- 
vers in camps in this country, fevers 
even at Montauk where there was am- 
ple time and opportunity for adequate 
preparation—all this We are assured by 
those in high places was needless and 
uncalled for. The impression is strong 
that much of the short-coming:is due 
to the incompetency—lack of executive 
ability, perhaps—of the secretary him- 
self. With him it has been, if this pop- 
ular idea is at all correct, more a case 
of sins of omission rather than of com- 
mission. 

But there are graver charges, and they 
come from the highest sources. It is 
well to emphasize in this connection 
that there is no politics in the call for 
an investigation into the conduct of the 
war department. Some of the loudest 
cries for investigation come from news- 
papers and people who gave ‘the presi- 
dent their loyal support. There is no 
politics in the charges made by General 
Miles. Republican politicians cannot 
hope to stave off investigation by rais- 
ing the party cry. Such charges as those 
made by the commanding general of the 
army cannot and must not be ignored. 
It matters not at all that there may be 
at the bottom of General Miles’s—talk 
resentment for former mistreatment at 
the hands of the secretary and the 
clique which was determined from the 
first to humiliate the general; nor does 
it matter that one of ‘Miles’s strong sup- 
porters is former Secretary Sherman, 
whose criticisms of Alger may be due 
to a recollection of those purchases of 
negro delegates which form so interest- 
ing a chapter in the book which Sher- 
man wrote; what the people want to 
know, and what they have the right 
to know, is this: Are all these charges 
or any of them true? And if they are 
true, where does the blame belong? 

The president strengthens neither 
Secretary Alger nor himself by his hasty 
rush to the secretary’s defense. The 
people are in no mood to accept this 
sort of exculpation. If an investigation 
will show that the secretary is ‘in no 
wise to blame, they will gladly give 
him the credit for ft; if somebody else 
has blundered, he ought to want to 
know it. 

There should be an investigation and 
it should be no whitewash affair manip- 
ulated either by the war department 
clique or by the president. Can such an 
investigation be had? We hope so, but 
we are dubious.

THE LIGHTING PROBLEM. 


Rome, Ga,, August 27.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I beg to add my voice of approval to 
the resolution presented by Mr. W. T. 
Biggers last Thursday evening at the citi- 
zens’ meeting and passed by that body ask- 
ing for a chance to vote on the question of 
municipal ownership of an electric light 
plant. 

You will remember that this question was 
discussed quite freely through your col- 
umns not many months ago, resulting in a 
committee being appointed by his honor the 
mayor to investigate and obtain informa- 
tion as to the cost of such a plant and the 
probable cost to the city of lighting her 
streets. I happened to be a member of 
that committee, of which Hon, Joseph 
Hirsch was chairman, After several meet- 
ings and much discussion and investigation 
we made recommendation to council that 
the sum of $1,000 should be appropriated 
and the mayor be authorized to employ a 
competent electrical engimeer to give de- 
tall plans and cost of a plant. What in- 
formation the committee could obtain 
tended to show that a plant sufficient to 
give more lights than we now have could 
be erected for about $150,000. Mr. Wade, a 
member of the committee who had much 
experience in electrical work, mainly pre- 
sented this information. The Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company held to the position 
that Mr. Wade was personally opposed to 
them, hence we made recommendation that 
the mayor be given the $1,000 and author- 
ized to employ an engineer unknown to all 
parties except himself, so that influence 
could in no way be brought to bear. Coun- 
cil] took no action on the recommendation 
made by the committee, hence our work 
went for naught. 

I see Alderman Woodward makes the 
statement that in his report in 1889 he made 
recommendation of city ownership, but now 
the cost would probably be $200,000. The 
alderman must not forget that since that 
date the improvement in electrical ma- 
chinery has been very great and the cost 
of same has been cut nearly half In two, 1 
think it was better thut the city should 
have waited thus far to secure these ad- 
vantages, but suppose it does cost $200,000; 
if the people will vote it the money can 
easily be found on bonds at 3% per cent. 
Our own citizens will take the bonds if a 
chance is given; the interest on these would 
be $7,000; allow $3,000 per month for operat- 
ing the plant (who will say this is not 
ample?) and you have a total outlay of 
$43,000, where we are now paying about 
$75,000, making a saving of at least $30,000 
per annum,. which saving would pay off the 
$200,000 bonds in six or seven years. 

The mayor has given much thought and 
Investigation to the question of municipal 
ownership. I trust he will publish his 
views once more on this subject. Look 
how cheap we get water; for $7.60 per an- 
num a family is supplied with abundance 
of the best and clearest water, pumped 
eight miles up a 400-foot grade, while Chat- 
tanooga pays a private company three 
times as much for water laying right at 
her feet. 

Let Captain Brotherton and his commit- 
tee give the people a chance to vote on the 
resolution of Mr. Biggers. If they vote the 
question down no harm can come. A new 
contract for street lighting is to be made 
in about eighteen months; there is but one 
company to turn to and the longer we de- 
lay this question the stronger will this 
company wind its arms around us. Suppose 
our water supply came from private par- 
ties, could we undertake to buy them out at 
their present value, some $3,000,007 The 
job would be too big for us, so it will get 
with street lighting if we wait too long 
Respectfully, HUGH T. INMAN.

Guiteras from Siboney led him to be or- 
dered to take charge of the yellow fever 
hospital, and thus his opportunities were 
cut off. The work was then taken up by 
Dr. -Fauntleroy, and the latter has in 
preparation for one of the medical magi- 
zines an illustrated paper showing the 
relative destructive properties of the Mau- 
eer and the Krag-Jorgensen. Every army 
surgeon in the field hospitals before San- 
tiago agreed that the Mauser was by long 
odds the most humane bullet ever em- 
ployed in war. In scores of cases treated 
these bullets had passed through bones 
without breaking them, and the patients 
were able to be about again in a coup'e of 
weeks. Men were shot straight through 
the ‘head and recovered. In either instance 
the Krag-Jorgensen would have shattered 
the bone and caused the ugliest possible 
wound in the one case and death !n the 
other. You are undoubtedly right in your 
assumption that the difference in the bul- 
let is responsible for the difference in 
mortality, and the doctors are so much 
interested in the matter that all possible 
technical curiosity will be set at rest by 
the «<ontributions which they will make 
shortly to the professional presa.

Trocha simply meang a military line of 
forlized posts, near together, designed to 
bar an enemy's passage beyond. The Span- 
iards always placed great reilance on their 
trochas as a méans of cooping up the ene- 
my, and, as it were, strangling rebellion 
to death.

Editor Constitution—Did not the 
United States one time offer to purchase 
Cuba? Did it not also lead us into in- 
ternational complications when our of- 
fer was refused?

The United States offered to buy Cuba. 
but there were no threatened complica- 
tions. In 1848 President Polk offered Spain 
$1,000,000 for the island, but encountered an 
indignant refusal. In 1851 Narcisso Lopez, 
a Venezuelan and a filibuster, led a much- 
vaunted expedition from one of our south- 
ern ports into its death-trap in the west- 
ern part of Cuba, and was gagroted. The 
famous Ostend manifesto by the United 
States ministers to England, France and 
Spain was issued in 1854, declaring that 
if Spain would not ge.i, this country should 
seize Cuba by force and annex it. The 
three movements last mentioned were con- 
ceived in the interest of slavery exten- 
sion. In 1873 occurred the tragic Virginius 
incident, when Captain Fry, of that ill- 
fated vessel, and fifty-two other American 
prisoners were shot at Santiago as “pi- 
rates." In 1889 Sagasta, the Spanish pre- 
mier, told the United States minister, 
Thomas W. Palmer, that there was not 
gold enough in the world to purchase the 
island of Cuba,

This was due 
alone to the condition of the patients and 
not to a supposed lack of attention or to 
the sanitary state of Fort McPherson, 
which has been declared to be better than 


Z at any other army camp in the south. 


Tre men ‘forming the large part of Gen- 
eral Coppinger s division at Fernandina 
are from the regiments mustered in at the 
north, and nearly all of them were sud- 
ject to fever and possibly many of them 
now have the germ in their systems, ony 
it has not aeveloped and may not do 60 
for weeks. 

It is the opinion of some of the surgeons 
at the post that the soldiers who were 
prought here with malaria and afterwards 
developed typhoid fever in the hospitals 
had the germ c'f tine fever in their sys- 
tems before they left Tampa, 

The only death to occur among the men 
from Fernandina was that of a private in 
the Fifth Maryland, who died Saturday 
morning of typhoid. The friends of the 
Maryiand volunteer have written the au- 
thorities of the hospital requesting that 
the body be sent to Baltimore for inter- 
ment.

Dr. Peck Writes a Card. 

The following card was sent to The Con- 
stitution office by Dr. F. H. Peck, a promi- 
nent physician of Atlanta, who states 
that he spent the greater part of the after- 
noon yesterday in the hospitals of Fort 
McPherson, conducting a personal investi- 
gation of the state of affairs: 


“Editor Constitution—Some weeks ago, 
feeling that our wounded and sick boys 
would nee@ medical attention, I investi- 
fated the hospital facilities at Fort Mc- 
Merson and found in addition to tne 
regular hospital, which ig equipped in the 
best manner possible by our government, 
that there had been two of the regimental 
quarter buiidings set apart for hospital 
uses. These buildings were thoroughly 
equipped, physicians and nurses being pro- 
vided by the government from the medical 
department, woo were enlisted especiaily 
for this service. 

“I notice in Mr, Martin’s article of Fri- 
day morning that he states upon the arrival 
of the wounded from the battle of Santi- 
ago that ‘there wag absolutely no pro- 
vision at the fort for the care of wounded 
men.” He certainly must not have inves- 
tigated or has been misinformed, As for 
men being brought to Atianta ‘with clothes 
worn in battle clotted with blood and put- 
rifying,’ I can find nothing to sustain this 
@ssertion by inquiring of the wounded 
soldiers now in the hospitals. They say 
that at Santiago the medical and hospital 
service was inadequate and even disgrace- 
ful, but since coming to Atlanta they have 
had the best of care and attention and 
cannot say enough in praise of the nurses 
and physicians under whose care they 
have been placed. 

“Many today of the convalescents in 
talking to me expressed regret that Mr. 
Martin should have published such state- 
ments as facts when they knew that they 
Were at Variance with the facts. 


“As for the red tape of the commissary. 


department, it does require a tedious and 
long process, yet when the attention of 
the government was called to the necessi- 
tits o¢ the occasion the telegraph was 
used and the requisitions promptiy filled.

“I found ths wards clean, beds clean, 
patients oheerful and under the care of 
trained nurses from some of our best train- 
ing schools of this country. The culinary 
department is under the charge of special 
trained cooks from Chicago. The soldiers 
complain of hunger, but if the nunses and 
physicians allowed men with fevers to eat 
What they desired the mortality would be 
enormous, instead of being very low as it 
now is, 

“The work being done by the Red Cross 
Society under the care of Chaplain Nave’s 
wife is unsurpassed and is a great benefit; 
also that of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, of which too much cannot 
be said in praise. God bless the women of 
our land who are coming to the help of our 
p%er sick boys.

Father Schadewell Defends Hospital. 
In the course of his remarks at the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception yes- 
terday morning Father Schadewell took oc- 
casion to refer to the statements which 
have been made concerning the il) treat- 
ment and lack of proper accommodations 
for the sick soldiers at Fort McPnerson. 
“There is absolutely notbing om which to 
base any criticism of the hospitals and the 
treatment of the soldiers,’ said he. “J 
visit the fort every day and have done so 
for some time. I have had afi opportunity 
to observe everything that goes on and 
there is nothing of an unpleasant nature at 
the fort that can possibly be avoided. The 
sick men are given everything that, under 


the circumstances, can be furnished them.,”’ 


He went on to say that some of the men 
who were convalescent made unreasonble 
requests and that there, of course, could 
not be acceded to. Otherwise the hospitals 
were conducted in what seemed to be a 
satisfactory manner.

BOARD OF EDUCATION TO MEET 


An Interesting Session Will Be Held 
This Afternoon. 


NORMAL SCHOOL BEGINS THIS MORNING 


One Week Will Be Devoted To In- 
structing Teachers and They Ex- 
pect To Be Benefited. 


ONE WEBK FROM TODAY THE FALL 
term of the public schools will commence. 
The children have enjoyed vacation for 
three months and nearly all of them are 
anxious to again begin their studies. Ev- 
erything has been arranged for the recep- 
tion of the pupils and when they enter the 
school buildings next Monday they will be 
able to go ahead at once with their studies, 
aveiding the delay which has occurred in 
pasi years. % 

The buildings and yards have been thor- 
oughly cleaned by the janitors, who acted 
under instructions from Major W. F. Sla- 
ton, the superintendent of the school sys- 
tem, and Major Slaton has purchased the 
winter’s supply of coal, and the other ar- 
ticles, too numerous to mention, for use in 
the schools. 

The textbooks for the use of the teach- 
ers, which will be kept on their desks, were 
purchased during the latter part of last 
week, and Major Slaton now has them at 
his office, ready for distribution. They 
will be given to the teachers during the 
present week and they will be on the desks 
at the schools next Monday. 

Next Wednesday the teachers of all the 
grammar grades will be in their respective 
rooms for the purpose of receiving the 
children who were promoted last June to 
their classes. Children who are entering 
the schools this year for the first time 
must not attend the meeting next 
Wednesday, nor must those who have been 
transferred to new schools. 

The meeting is intended exclusively for 
those children who were regularly pro- 
moted in the June examinations. The 
meeting will commence at 9 o’clock in the 
morning and the teachers will be waiting 
for their scholars. Printed lists of the 
books to be needed during the year wi!l be 
furnished pupils at that time. 

This it is thought will greatly expedite 
matters, as fhe children will then have 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day in which to make their purchases. 
This will do away with the rush in the 
bookstores next Monday anid will enable 
pupils to begin their studies vromptiy on 
Tuesday morning, instead o7 Wednesday 
or Thursday. 

Children who were not regularly pro- 
moted last term and those who this year 
enter the schools for the first time will re- 
ceive these lists next Monday. Major Sla- 
ton has these printed lists at his office and 
he has had a great many applications for 
them. He has refused, however, to give 
them out, because there are several books 
In each grade which will not be needed un- 
til next January or February, and the su- 
perintendent thinkae it useless to require 
their purchase at the present time. 

Board of Education To Meet. 

The board of education will meet this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock in its room jn the 
Boys’ High school building, corner Gilmer 
and Courtland streets. The meeting will 
be of great importance and it is probable 
that it will be very interesting. 

It is called for the specific purpose of 
completing the course of study in the two 
high schools. This the members of the 
board expected:to do on August 4th, Lut 
at the meeting held on that day it ws de- 
cided to defer action because the members 
had not thoroughly looked into the qvee- 
tion of sciences. 

Books for the teaching of this branch of 
study in the two high schools have not as 
yet been selected, but they will h¢ a:lopted 
by the board at the meeting this afternoun 
without fail, because the schools will open 
in another week and thig is the lust chance 
the members of the board will have to set. 
tle the matter. 

The board will alsa be called upon to ac- 
cept the resignation of Miss Belle Winter, 
formerly teacher of the fifth grade, Fair 
Street school. Several days ago Miss Win- 
ter sent her resignation to Major Slaton 
and asked that it be accepted immediately 
by the board, although she assigned no 
cause for this action. Miss Winter has 
been regarded as one of the most efficient 
educators in the system and has been iden- 
tified with the public schools for a number 
of years. 

This resignation will necessitate the elec- 
tion of a teacher to fill the vacancy and 
there is much speculation among those 
interested in the schools as to who will be 
the choice of the board. The resignution 
of ‘Miss Winter is in the handg of the 
chairman of the board committee on 
schools and teachers and it will be formal- 
ly presented during the meeting this af- 
ternoon. 

Normal School Convenes Today. 

The general normal school commences 
this morning at 9 o’clock in the Boys’ 
High schoo] building. Thig school ig com- 
posed of the white teachers of the public 
schools of the city and its sessions are 
always intensely interesting to those con- 
nected with the system. 

In addition to having the work to be 
done next year thoroughly explained to 
them, the teachers receive lessons in the 
work and do a great amount of studying. 
They work at penmanship, drawing, music 
and other similar branches of the study, 
and during the week that the school is in 
session perform a great amount of labor. 

In this way they are thoroughly prepared 
for the work of the ensuing year, and 
when school commences they are familiar 
with tne work to be done by the pupils. 
A number of the teachers have been 
studying the public school systems of other 
places and several have attended normal 
and summer schools of the north and east. 

These teachers will be asked to tell of 
what they saw and learned and their talks 
will probably be very interesting. Mem- 
bers of the board of education, Superin- 
tendent Slaton and other school officials 
will attend the normal school as onlookers 
and will make addresses upon the work to 
the teachers.

THE INVESTIGATING COMMIBSION, 
which was engaged during the past week 
in scrutinizing and discussing the e¢X- 
penses of the various departments of the 
city government, will meet again this 
afternoon at 3 o’clock and resume its la- 
bors. Unless some other arrangement is 
mace, which is not likely, the commission 
will meet every afternoon this week until 
all the departments have been investi- 


gated. The report will then be prepared: 


and will in all probability ¢o before the 


next meeting of the city council, 
The investigation of the Grady hospital is 


the order of business this afternoon and Ff 


the commission will look into the expenses 
of this institution. Superintendent Brew- 
ster will have a detailed expense account 
for the first six months of this year and 
a comparison of the expenses of the hos- 
pital for several years pack, and from this 
the commission will gather the information 
which will direct its action. 

It would be a hard matter to make a pre- 
aiction as to the probable action of the 
commission on the Grady hospital. It is 
entirely owing to what the report of the 
officers show as to what recommendations 
will be made. 

Considerable interest has been attached 
to the investigating commission, and its 
work has been closely watched. The com- 
missicn grew out of statements which 
were made concerning the extravagance 
of the city departments and the commis- 
sion was appointed by authority of a res- 
olution by Alderman Mayson, who thought 
that if there were extravagances, a6 had 
been stated, the matter should be investi- 
gated. 

Mayor Collier appointed on the commig- 
sion members of the city council and the 
heads of the various boards controlling 
the different city departments. The resolu- 
tion made the mayor chairman of the 
commission, 

Although the commission has 
gated several of the largest departments 
of the city government, only one or two 
receammendations of a reduction in the 
amqunt of the appropriations have been 
made—Both the police and fire depart- 
two of the largest in the city 
government, were passed without any 
recommendations of reduction ‘and the 
schools were passed in the same manner, 
the board of education. being congratulated 
on the excellent and economical manner in 
which it has handled the funds appropri- 
ated to the schools. 

The sanitary department did not fare 
so well, and the commission, after spending 
an entire afternoon on this department, 
recommended that in its opinion the ex- 
penses were too large and that they ghould 
be reduced in some manner. Many ques- 
tions were asked by the commission con- 
cerning the department and these were 
all answered by Chief Lowry in a manner 
which show his thorough familiarity with 
the department and that he was making 
an effort to conduct it is economicaily as 
possible. 

Judge George Hillyer, who strongly fa- 
vors a reduction of the city’s expensés, ad- 
vocated reducing the appropriation of all 
the departments. He made a motion to 
reduce the police department to eighty-two 
men and to make other changes that would 
lower the expenses many thousand dollars. 
He advocated a cut of $22,000 in the ap- 
propriation for the payrolls of the fre 
department and a decided cut in the salary 
of Chief Joyner. The committee did not 
agree with him, however, and none of 
these motions went through. 

If the recommendations of the commis- 
sion go into effect the members of the 
boards which control the various depart- 
ments will hereafter receive no compensa- 
tion for their work. This wil] affect the 
board of health, the board of police com- 
missioners and the board of water com- 
missioners. They have herétofore received 
salaries, but these will be done away with 
if the recommendations of the commission 
are accepted,

Members ef Reunion Association to Dis- 
pose ef Surplus Fund. 


RESOLUTION IS PREPARED 


Money To Be Held in Trust Until 1901 
for Soldiers’ Home. 


OTHER WORK WILL BE DISCUSSED 


Organization Having Made Permanent 
Must’ Meet Once Every i1uree 
Months To Discuss Business. 


THIRTY-EIGHT HUNDRED DOLLARS 
will be voted for the benefit of confederate 
veterans at the meeting of the Confederate 
Reunion Association this afternoon. It has 
been definitely determined that the sur- 
plus that now remains in the treasury of 
the, reunion association will be given in 
some shape for the use of confederate vet- 
erans. 

The resolution committee, after having re- 
ceived instructions from the meeting held 
last week, met on last Saturday and framed 
the resolution that will almost beyond a 
doubt be passed at the adjourned session 
to be held in room 14 of the Kimball house 
this afternoon at 4 oclock. 

The resolution will embody the sug- 
gestions that have been made and would 
have been decided upon at the former 
meeting, but for the fact that the wording 
of it was wanted to be very exact from @ 
legal standpoint and in order to have it so 
the association thought vest to have the 
resolution drawn up more carefully than 
could be done at the meeting. 

It is decided that. the $3,800 shall be turn- 
ed over to the trustees and to be held in 
trust by them until 1901. This limit of time 
is named in the resolution because it is 
the desire of the reunion association, since 
it has been made a permanent organization 
in order to have an opporttnity to have 
the home accepted by the general assembly 
and if not at the first one then at the sec- 
ond one. 

The legislature will be asked at tKe ses- 
sion this fall to accept the home, rebuild 
it and maintain it for the purpose of caring 
for veterans who are too feeble to care for 
themseives. If the first session of the legis- 
lature does not accept the home then the 
next general assembly will be asked to 
take the home in charge in behalf of the 
state. 

It is believed that the legislature will ac- 
cept the home and it will be taken care of 
by the state. In this event the $3,800 will be 
a very good sum for the home and do 
much for its maintenance and upbuilding. 
At the meeting ofthe reunion association 
this afternoon other questions besides that 
of t#fe disposition of the money will be dis- 
cugsed. The organization having become 
permanent will probably undertake other 
work. 

The suggestion was made by Colonel R. 
F. Maddox that a battle abbey be estab- 
-lished in Atlanta and that he thought the 
organization should take up the work. Thé 
suggestion has met with much favor from 
all sides and the Sons of Veterans of Geor- 
gia. will probably be asked to help in the 
work, as the museum of relics is principally 
intended to perpetuate the memory of the 
civil war and be an iliustration of history 
and the past.

CHAIRMAN BROTHERTON TALKS 


Meeting May Be Held Some Time 
Next Week. 


FINAL ARRANGEMENTS TO BE MADE 


There Are Several Matters of !nter- 
est To Be Discussed by the 
Committee. 


THB MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE 
on arrangements for the city primary will 
not meet next Tuesday night, as was first 
expected. Chairman Brotherton said yes- 
terday that the meeting would probably 
not be held until one week from next 


Thursday. 

It was first intended to hold the meeting 
Tuesday night, but the postponement has 
been made in order to avoid sO many meet- 
ings. At the next meeting the greater 
portion of the final arrangements for the 
primary will be made and it was thought 
best not to hold the meeting until these 
matters could be settled. 

The assessments to be made on the va- 
rious candidates will be arranged and an- 
nounced by the committee when it meets. 
Some details of the new method of voting 
will also be arranged and it is principally 
concerning this matter that the postpone- 
ment has been made. It will be necessary 
to make some changes in the polling places 
on account of the new system of balloting, 
and this, together with other details, will 
be attended to. 

There was considerable more than usual 
interest in the meeting of the committee, 
in view of the fact that it has been an- 
nounced that the matter of allowing the 
people to vote on the question of municipal 
ownership of an electric light plant would 
be discussed and in all probabllity acted 
upon. 

Chairman Brotherton said yesterday that 
while the committee will doubtless discuss 
this, it is impossible for him to say what 
the result will be. He would not say 
whether or not he thought the committee 
would decide to allow this question to be 
yoted on at the present primary. He seem- 
ed to think it would be voted on sooner or 
later, 

If the committee takes action on this 
question at its meeting there will still be 
time to make arrangements for it at the 
primary. It will require only a slight 
change in the ticket to be used. This can 
be very easily effected. 

The question of municipal ownership is 
one that has caused considerable interest 
and discussion, especially since the mass 
meeting last Thursday night and the ac- 
tion taken at that time. There are many 
who fayor municipal ownership and they 
are anxious for the people to be allowed 
to vote on it. 

The ownership of electric light and other 
plants by the city hag often been dis- 
cussed, but the matter has never before 
taken such shape as at present. The dis. 
cussion at the meeting aroused interest 
and the result will probably be that the 
question will be voted on at the approach- 
ing primary.

***Well, I wonder if one of these gentle- 
men won't let me have his turn,’ answers 
our friend, looking about for a good- 
natured man waiting for a shave, ‘I’m in 
a terrible hurry and can’t afford to miss 
that train.’ 

“In nine cases out of ten some one will 
let him get shaved next and then when it 
is all over he will sit down, pick up a 
paper and commence to read. 

“Oh, but he's a corker,’”’ says the man of 
lather, “but I'll bet that if he could only 
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“Then Sits Down and Reads. the Papers.” 
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hear some of the comments that are made 
after he leaves, it would give him some- 
thing to think about. You're next, sir!’’

A small party of newspaper men were 
discussing a late supper the other night in 
one of the all-night restaurants and inci- 
dentally relating some of the many ex- 
periences that had befallen them, 

After several had told more or less inter- 
esting stories, one of the party—-who, by 
the way, has the reputation of having 
worked on nearly all the prominent papers 
in this country—told the following rather 
unique experience:

I do not to this day xnow exactly what 
Mr. McCullagh intended. I suppose he 
meant to say ‘interview Maxwell,’ but 
however that may be, it was perilous to 
bandy words with the chief, and so I 
simply replied, ‘All right, sir,’ and walked 
out. 

“There was at that time a spiritualist of 
some note in St. Louis, whose name, if 
I remember rightly, was Lehmann. I 
went to him, paid him for a seance and 
took him to room 304 at the Southern, in 
which the tragedy occurred, 

“Then I told him Y wanted the spirit of 
Preller. He went.into a trance and ‘he 
spirit, so he said, appeared and I inter- 
viewed it. The article the. next day made 
something of a hit.’’ 


It is not often that a genuine ghost con- 
descerds to come out of obscurity and 
work among mortals, but there is a story 
about a spirit that found time to water ite 
own grave in broad daylight. 

The story is told by “Uncle” Ben Chi- 
solm, an old negro who was a slave before

left to him by his former master.

Marae 
Henry left me dis piece er groun’ when 
he died, but I nuver had no use fer it 
twell awfter I los’ m&h wife, an’ den I 
t’ought dat I’d come oack ter Georgy an’ 
work mah farm. When I got back dey 
had turned de ole buryin’ groun’ inter a 
simonterry an’ I got de job er diggin’ de 
graveses. 

“I nuver knowed which wuz Marse Hen- 
ry’s, “cause dey wuz so many jus’ ‘like, 
but I secon foun’ out an’ it mos’ skeered 
de iife right outen me.

North Carolinians Are Tired of Main- 
taining Their R. R. Commission. 


THEY TALK OF ABOLISHING IT 


Some Roads in the State Have Fine 
Passenger Traffic. 


FREIGHT RATES ABOUT LIKE GEORGIA’S 


Russell’s Antagonism to Transporta- 
tion Companies Said To Be Due to 
Sandwiches and Milk. 


THE PEOPLE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
are talking about their state railroad com- 
mission. They say that it is a mere polit- 
ical machine an dis of no service to the 
public. There are three good places for pol- 
ticlans who do nothing of real service 
when they get in. 

This is the talk all over the state and 
there is a strong sentiment in favor of 
abolishing the board. 

A few months ago Governor Russell turn- 
ed out two democrats and put in friends. 
This was recognized as the governor's way 
of paying political debts. There was a great 
furore in the state over the affair and the 
came to the conclusion that they 
better off without such a de- 


people 
would 
partment. 

Rates in North Carolina are just about 
the same that they are in Georgia. One of 
the early commissions of that state adopt- 
ed the tariff of the Georgia commission. 

At the instigation of Governor Russell 
the new commission ordered some of the 
roads to reduce their rates. After that the 
governor had a change of heart and he 
tried to call his commissioners off but he 
did not fully succeed. 

During the past two weeks The Constl- 
tution’s chronicler of railway news has had 
a good opportunity to see something of rail- 
ways in North Carolina. The most casual 
observer will notice that travel is very 
good in that state. The Southern’s accom- 
modations are always taxed on its main 
line. There are too many passengers for 
the trains now running and not quite 
enough to warrant additional trains. The 
Southern has a fine roadbed from the 
South Carolina line to the Virginia border. 
On the main stem it is slag ballasted just 
as down at this end. 

The Seaboard is in very good physical 
condition and it is worth noting that the 
passenger stations in North Carolina are 
ahead of Georgia’s. 

Some say that Governor Russell’s fight 
on the railroads was the result of a lunch 
at the depot restaurant in Raleigh. If that 
is true, he cert ly had great provoca- 
tion, but the railroads do not run the place. 
They simply lease space to a tenant, 


Freight Lines Consolidated. 

The traffic managers of the Vanderbilt 
system fast freigiht lines are being consol- 
idated and instead of eight there will be 
only two with F. L. Pomeroy, of Buffalo, 
general manager of one set and W. F. 
Wilson, of Buffalo to be general manager 
of the other. George G. Street, of Roches- 
ter, is to be general accountant of the 
eight lines. 

By this consolidation of interests D. F. 
Jennings, general manager of the Nickel 
Plate line in Chicago, and W. J. Mann, gen- 
eral manager of the North Shore Dispatch 
line in Detroit, were let out, but they were 
immediately taken care of. Mr. Mann will 
be claim agent, with his office in Buffalo. 
Mr. Jennings will succeed G. B. Spriggs 
as general freight agent of the Nickel 
Plate. The change will be far-reaching in 
its effect. In all large cities. where these 
lines are now represented by several men, 
general offices will be opened. Chicago and 
St. Paul will be the only two western cities 
to have two representatives of the Vander- 
bilt system. The dhanges will take effect 
on October lst. 


Suit To Forfeit Charter. 

The attorney general of Texas. has filed 
suit against the Austin and Northwestern 
railroad for forfeiture of charter and the 
appointment of a receiver. 

The attorney general charges that the 
road was illegally consolidated with the 
Southern Pacific system, which has no per- 
mit under that name to do business in the 
state of Texas. It is further alleged that 


be 


operating the road; owning all its physical 
properties and governing the management 
of it; that of the total capital stock of 
$1,016,000 the Southern Pacific road owns 
$1,008,000, and while the balance cof the 
stock is allowed to remain in the apparent 
possession of the officers of the road, that 
really the Southern Pacific owns it all; 
only allows them to nold this’ stock in 
name so that they can be elected cn the 
directory as a disguise to the real condi- 
tions. For the reason that this consolida- 
tion is unlawful, the forfeiture of the char- 
ter is prayed for. 


Negotiations Suspended. 

It is stated that the negotiations by the 
Big Four for the control of the Monon 
are off for the present. President Irgalls, 
of the Big Four, has stated that he dces 
not want the Monon. If there is any ene 
road which his company does not want it 
is the Monon, he says. At the same time 
the ‘Monon people feel certain that Ingalls 
does want to get their property, and they 
intend to make him pay a good price for 
it. They will sell if they can get their 
figure, and if they do not sell, they will 
continue to make life interesting tor the 
Big Four in the way of competition. 


New Industries on the Southern. 

President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern railway, says that during the last fiscal 
year 200 manufacturmg plants of various 
kinds were wholly or partially constructed 
at points on the company’s lines, The ag- 
gregate cost of these plants, together with 
the cost of additions to existing plants 
made or begun during the year was more 
than $4,000,000. These new enterprises in- 
clude thirteen cotton mills, which, togeth- 
er with those already on the system, will 
contain about 258,000 spindles and 2,200 
looms. 


Rates for Mexico’s Birthday. 

September 15th is the birthday of Pres- 
ident Diaz and September 16th is the re- 
public’s independence day, corresponding to 
the 4th of July in the states. 

The Mexicans propose to have a great 
celebration this year in honor of the two 
days and the railroads will give reduced 
rates. It will cost only $20 for the round 
trip over the Mexican National from the 
Texas boundary to tue City of Mexico and 
return. Captain J. J. Griffin, who repre- 
sents the road here, says that he has had 
a number of inquiries about the trip and 
the occasion and it is probable that there 
will be some excursionists next week from 
Georgia to Mexico. 


Postal’s Complaint Dismissed. 
The Postal Telegrapn Company complain- 
ed to the raiiroad commission of Illinois 
that the Mobile and Ohio railroad discrim- 
inated against it. The railroad had re- 
fused to distribute poles, wire and other 
material between stations for the Postal, 
whereas it did make that distribution tor 
the Western Union. The railroad simply 
made delivery at stations for the Postal 

and left it to do the distributing itself, 
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the Southern Pacific is realiy owning and’ 


| as it coul@é take cognizance of. It was 


shown that the Western Union was giving 
free service of its wires to the railroad 
company, in return for which privilege the 
latter distributed telegraph material for 
the Western Union. The complaint was 
dismissed. 


C. E. Rickey Gets a Promotion. 

Cc. E, Rickey, who has been chief clerk 
to Superintendent Wickersham, of the Ala- 
bama Great Southern, will succeed H. B. 
Spence, who goes to Louisville to become 
superintendent of the Louisville division of 
the Southern railway’s system. Mr. Laoyll 
Succeeds Mr. Sprigg at Asheville, . Mr, 
Sprigg going to the Lehigh Valley. 


Railway Notes. 


The New York Central has bought ten 
new flat cars of steel construction with a 
Capacity of 120,000 pounds, or sixty tons. 
These cars will be used for hauling unus- 
ually heavy machinery and other freight 
which heretofore could not be handled ex- 
cept when taken apart. 

The Mobile and Ohio will build a line 
from Mobile to lower Mobile bay, touching 
the summer resorts and reaching a point 
where vessels drawing twenty-five feet can 
load. 

The betting is two to one that augusta 
will get a new passenger station before 
Atlanta. 


Cc. C. Riley, at present superintendent of 
car service of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern Railway, with headquarters 
at Cincinnati, has been promoted to the 
newly created position of superintendent 
of transportation on August 29th, and the 
osition he formenmy held will be abolished.

These two gentlemen mentioned above 
have extended their services in the follow- 
ing card addressed to the president of the 
association, free of charge to any ome, out 
of patriotism and love of the three coun- 
tries—America, Cuba and France, 

The communication is as follows: 

“To Mr. Kontz, President of the Young 
Men's Christian Association, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: Recognizing the importance of 
your association, its extent, iis far reach- 
ing influence for good in the community, 
Dr. Francisco L. Pla and myself desire to 
offer our services as teachers of Spanish 
and French, respectively. We are ready 
to form among your members classes to 
meet twice a week for instruction in those 
two languages, and we will give our ser- 
vices free of charge to all who desire such 
instruction. The motives which impel us 
to make this offer are many. We have 
come to your beautiful city strangers and 
have met a very kind and ready recogni- 
tion; we desire to aid in strengthening the 
ties which bind our respective countries to 
your government. To the Cuban people 
this great republic has given freedom and 
her aid in establishing a wise and just 
government. But though she has driven 
their oppressors from the western hemis- 
phere, the language of Spain, so rich and 
musical, still lingers in those lovely islands 
and far to the southwest, where once the 
banner of Spain proudly floated, the An- 
dalusian tongue is heard. The commerce 
of these countries is the heritage of Amer- 
ica. and especially of the southern states, 
and they cannot too soon take possession 
of what their valor has won by acquainting 
themselves with the manners and customs 
of those people, and above all, with their 
language.

ment, through her ambassador, Mr, Cam- 
bon, sheshas been instrumental in negotia- 
ting a peace; for which good offices she 
has received the sincere thanks of both 
the queen regent and President McKinley. 
With no country in the world has the 
United States greater commercial relations, 
and Paris is visited by thousands of tour- 
ists every year. For all these reasons and 
with the hope that in every way. through 
commerce, language and literattire, our 
respective countries may continue to be 
closely knit together In the bonds of friend- 
ship, we, the undersigned, offer our services 
as above stated in the hope of alding in a 
small way to bring about the ends de- 
sired.
